EXTRACTS OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


1. From the Rev. Dr. Pinkerton. 
lau, August 14, 1818. 


Our excellent co-labourers in the 
Bible cause in Silesia, Professor Schei- 
hel, and the worthy Starck, still con- 
tinue their activity. Yesterday, we 
had an extraordinary Meeting of the 
Committee, when [ made severa! pro- 
positions, which were, after due consi- 
deration, fully agreed to ‘These prin- 
cipally respected the steps which are 
still needful to be taken, in order to 
make the general spirit of our Society 
more universally known in Silesia, and 
to augment the revenue of the Insti- 
tution. However, our beloved Chiris- 
tian friend Scheibel, will give you 
a more particular account of our yes- 
terday’s important transactions, not 
only in the Committee, but also among 
the unfortunate and sick in the prisons 
and hospitals of the place, among 
whom we did not find a single Bible or 
Testament. We bestowed a copy on 
the inmates of each cell in the prisons, 
and of each ward in the hospitals, and 
distributed in all, 48 German Bibles, 
28 of Van Ess’s Testaments, and eight 
Lutheran ‘festaments. Many tears 
were shed by the criminals, at the 
s.ght and reception of a Bibie among 
them ! 

The Society here has brought into 
circulation, during the third year of 
its existence, 1500 copies of the Bible 
in German, 103 Bohemian Bibles and 
‘Testaments, and 70 Polish Bibles, 
amoung the Protesiants ; also 965 Van 
Mss’s Testaments, among the Catho- 
lies. 

However the Cammittce, 
standing all their cfterts, have not been 
able to defray the whole amount of 
the expenses ‘of printing their edition 
ef 5,000 Bibles. Nine hundred dol-

lars are still wanting to clear their ac- 
counts with the printer. [I have pro- 
mised to use my endeavours with sev- 
era! Auxiliary Socie ties, on my way 
to Dresden, to persuade them. to take 
a few hund red copies at the cost price ; 
and, in this way, t hope they will soon 
get clear of their debts. 
2. From the same. Dresden, August 
28, 1818. 


In my last, from Breslau, I gave 
you the chief particulars of my trans- 
actions in that city. In Liegnitz I 
stopped through the night, and obtain- 
ed much information from the senior 
Pastor of the Latheran Church, Mul- 
ler, respecting the prospect of the 
Bible cause in that part of Selisia.: The 
Auxiliaries of Buntzlau and Geerlitz 
are in a prosperous state. ‘The latter, 
from its formation in July, 1816, to— 
its first Anniversay, had collected up- — 
wards of 600 dollars, silver, aud 
brought into circulation several hun- 
dred Bibles and ‘Testaments. 

] promised the active Secretary of 
this Society to intercede with the Sax- 
on Committee, in behalf of those 
Wends of Upper Lusatia, who belong 
to the Prussian dominions. ‘The call 
for the Scriptures among the Wends is 
very pressing. ‘The Geoerlitz Society 
is one of the most active of the Prus- 
sian Society’s Auxiliaries. In Herrn- 
hut [ remained several days. Pastor 
Fabricius, of the Herrnliut Society, 
continues to be active in the good 
cause. ‘Their Committee have brought 
100 Tesiaments and 500 Bibles into 
ciculation, in the neiwhbouring vil- 
lages. ‘“Tirey that the

causing tnany a Cottager in the moun- 


tainous parts of Silesia, to bless G id, 
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and thank you, for the precious gift 
of a Bible. Mr. Fabricius accompa- 
nied me to Bautzen, where we inquir- 
ed into the progress made in printing 
the Wendish Bible. We found the 
New Testament already printed off, 
and the third sheet «f the Old in the 
press. The paper is good, and the 
print clear and legible. The edition 
is to consist of 3000 copies in large 
octavo. Already, many of the Wend. 
ish peasantry, when they come to the 
market, have called at the printing- 
office, to inquire whether it would be 
possible for them soon to purchase a 
copy of the long looked-for best of 
books; some of them have even ofler- 
ed to leave the price of it with the 
printer, in order to be sure of getting 
a copy when ready. 

My transactions here, during these 
eight days, have been of an interest 
ing nature; and 1 hope mucli has 
been done to secure and increase the 
future-prosperity of the cause in Sax 
ony. Ihave made an acquaintance 
with several Noblemen, who proinise 
in future to hecome active supporters 
of the Saxon Bible Society. Among 
these, the Chancellor of the Kingdom 
of Saxony, Baron Werihern, kindly 
invited me to his table, and yesterday, 
for the first time, attended tie Special 
Meeting of the Committee ; at which 
also the Prime Minister, Count Ein- 
siedel, the Minister Nostitz, Count 
Dohna of Helmsdorf, Count Hohen- 
thal of Steinez, and several other dis- 
tinguished Statesmen and Divines, 
were present. 

The venerable President, who only 
two days previously arrived from 
Switzerland, was in the chair, and 
conducted the business with great abil 
ity. The Minutes of the last Meeting 
of the Committee were iead, fiom 
which it appeared, that, since their 
edition of 10,000 Germau Bibles was 
printed off, only about four montis 
ago, the Committee have succeeded in 
getting bound and forwarded to dilier- 
ent parts of the kingdom, neariy 3000 
copies. It was pleasing to hear tie 
long list of villages and congregations, 
which had already been blessed with 


a supply of copies; some twenty, 
some forty, some sixty, and some a 
hundred. 

Many pressing demands from poor 
families, from charity schools, and 
from indigent individuals, were also 
laid before the Committee, whose peti- 
tions were readily granted. After- 
wards, [ was requested by the P:esi- 
dent, in the name of the Committee, 
to lay before the Meeting, any propo- 
sals which I might judge conducive to 
the prosperity of the good cause. This 
I wiilingly complied with; and, in 
consequence of the observations which 
I made, several important resolutions 
were uvanimously adopted. It was 
also resolved, that such part of the 
Wendish nation as now belongs to the 
kingdom of Prussia, should receive a 
proportionate number of copies of the 
Wendish Bible, when ready, for the 
price which it has cost the Saxon So- 
ciety, over and above the money grant- 
ed by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society in aid of printing this edition. 
Thus the Wends belonging to Prussia 
will partake of the benevolence of the 
British nation, equaily with their bre- 
thren in Saxony. 

It was further resolved, that the 
Committee shall endeavour w pro- 
cure permission from the ecclesiastical 
and civil authorities, to get an annual 
collection in every Protestant church 
in the kingdom, to aid the funds of the 
Society, on conditton, that every con- 
gregation have a right to demand Bi- 
bles and Testaments to the full amount 
of the collection which they send in, to 
distribute among the poor families aud 
individuals of the parish. ‘lhe four 
Ministers of State, who were present, 
warmly approved of this proposal, as 
likely to render the biessings of the 
Instituuon more general throughout 
the pation, 

They further resolved to encourage 
tie foimation of Ladies’ Societies, 
ard to prepare suitable Regulations 
for them — Linformed the Comniiitee, 
that the Countess Linsiedel, the Coun- 
tess Dolina, and the Countess Holien- 
thal, Lady Nostitz, and the Baroness 
Wertheru, had already given me theis 
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promise, that they would willingly be- 
come co labourers in this very humane 
aud Christian cause. ‘Their good ex 
ample, it is to be hoped, will be imita- 
ted by other worthy ladies in Saxony. 

It was also resolved, to furnish all 
the prisons and hospitals in the meiro- 
polis, and district towns in the king- 
dom, with copies of the Bible, at least 
one copy for every apartment of the 
institutions for the sick and unfortu- 
nate. This proposal was received 
with the most marked approbation by 
the whole Committee; and the Chan- 
cellor Werthern, who is at the head of 
the department of justice, seemed to 
enter into it with great ardour. He 
was of opinion, that Government itself 
would most willingly pay for the co- 
pies He also promised that, on my 
next visit to Saxony, I should assured y 
find every prison and hospital in the 
kingdom, supplied with the word of 
God. 

The gratitude of the Committee of 
the Saxon Bible Society, for the many 
liberal grants which the British and 
Foreign Bible Society has already 
made, to benefit the cause of truth, 
and the spiritual condition of the in- 
habitants of this kingdom, was repeat- 
ediy expressed in the most feeling 
terms, by different distinguished per- 
sonages, during this impor‘ant session 5 
and the Committee fi:mly hope jor 
their future aid, and coutin..ed co ope- 
ration, in their career and Ciristian 
benevolence. On the partof the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bibie Society, | assur- 
ed the Committee that their hopes 
would not be disappoimted, and thal, 
in a work, of this kimd, no etforts 
should be spared, to obtain assistance, 
both foreign and domestic. The 


Meeting then broke up, and al! seemed 


re-animated to carry forward the good 
work with redoubled vigour. 

On the 26th, in the evening, | ac- 
companied the Count and Countess 


Doina, to the beautiful estate of 


Hermsdorf, about a mile from Dres- 
den. ‘The Count has established a 
Bible Association among his peasan. 
try in the surrounding villages. Ile 
himself is the President. They have 
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already collected 163 rix dollars, and 
circulated 234 Bibles. 





MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


From London Publications received at the Office 
of the Religious Intelligencer, 


INDIA. 


Early in the last month several letters were 
received from India, al! which are interesting. 
Some relate the sate arrival of new missiona- 
ries ; others the success of the word of God in 
the conversion of sinners ; and others the sick- 
ness or the death of pious and usetul labour- 
ers. We shall give some extracts from this 
correspondence. 

Extract of a Leiter from the Rev Rich- 
ard Knill, dated Madras, 5th Au- 


gust, Isls. 


For many months before I was laid 
aside, I feli weak and poorly, but I was 
not willing to feel. Every thing a- 
round me seemed to say, ‘ Watch— 
Pray—Preach; and whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might.’ I was anxious to obey, and 
presumed that througli the blessing of 
the Lord, I should soon overcome all 
my weakness. About Christmas I 
took cold, aud my body was not strong 
enough to resis: its course; and from 
that ume to the present, [ have never 
quite recovered. I have had two phy- 
sicians; one here, and another at Cud- 
dadore, and finding that I did not in- 
crease tn strength, | became anxious 
what todo, I trembled at the thought 
of being a Cumberer in the Lord’s vine- 
yard. I felt a wish to go to Otaheite, 
or any place which they thought more 
suited to my constitution. I knew 
thai the uttermost paris of the earth 
are a part of Chirist’s possession, and 
I could dwell in one piace as weil as 
another. 

He then relates particularly the opinion of 
the medical geutlemen on his complamit; that 
he could not live where the thermometer was 
above 80, and that removal was esseutial te 
his recovery ; he then adds— 

In this state of things, I know not 
what todo. China, Maiacea, Banga- 
lore, were recommended ; but a letter 
from brother Mead is so much to the 
polut, as it respects ihe climate, and 
the prospec's of uselu!ness, that Lhave 
now deiermined, by the grace of Ged, 
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to go to Cape Comorin, and join Mr. 
Mead (in the Travancore mission.) I 
shall set off in a day or two. My con- 
veyance is an open boat: the distance 
of 500 tniles. 

I shail go from a place and people 
I dearly love; and it will ever afford 
me a subject for gratitude and praise, 
that God, in his lov e, sent me hither. 
My dear brother and sister Loveless, 
and our congregations, will feel a mu- 
tual pleasure with me in reviewing the 
scenes that are passed, when we wor- 
shipped the Lord together in his tem- 
ple, and feit his presence precious to 
our souls. Yes, heaven will be the 
sweeter to us all, in recollecting the 
times of refreshing we have had from 
the visits of ouradorable Master; and 
though his Providence seems to me 
dark inremoving me fiom sucha scene 
of labour, yet, ultimately it will be 
found, I trust, that the Directors did 
not send me here in vain. 

Madras has a thousand attractions. 
IT would not change my station, from 
choice, for any other in the world, 
Every thing belonging to our mission 
is interesting. Eleven schools; three 
English and one Tamul congregation ; 
a Bibleand Missionary Soctety; Prayer 
Meetings when and where we ‘p! lease 
some tokens of the Lord’s prese nee. 
No man would spend his strength for 
nauglit here, if hissoul were right with 
God. Every way in which a minister 
could make himself useful in Lond: on, 
is Opening to hun here also. Hun- 
dreds, thousands, tens of thousands, 
yea, hundreds of thousands are open 
to him, to whom, iffre had strength and 
ability, he might preve * rich bless- 
ing. O M: idras! Madras! how large 
are thy fic'ds! How great thy harvest ! 
but alas 1s, the labourers, how few ! 

I am not troubled with languor, stu- 
por, or lowness of spirits. My aoe 
is as active and vigerous, blessed 1. 
God, as ever it was; but fam shut up 
inacage; my weakuess will not let 
me give vent to the ardour of my soul. 
O for a colder clim rte, and invigorated 
swengeth, to labour for my blesse- dq 
jour a few years longer ! 
Let not, L beseech you,

my going to 
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Travancore, prevent another from go- 
ing thither alse. ‘There are ten sta- 
tions included in the establishment 
which brother Mead occupies; and 
what ere we among so many. 


P. S. On the 10th inst. our souls 
were giaddened by the arrival of our 
brethren (Messis. Milton, Fleming, 
Beighton and Ince, a'l intended for 
Malacca) in the ship General Graham. 
It was an afiecting and solemn inter- 
view. God had called us to a great 
work. We {eit it. God had also eall. 
ed away some of our dear fellow la- 
bourers. Dear Donaldson, Mis. Mead, 
and Mrs. Hands, in one year. We 
heard it as a sound from the graves, 
‘Be ye aiso ready.’ A conseltation 
was held on the I4th. relative to one 
of the brethren filling up my place at 
Madras, when it was unanimously 
agreed that brother Fleming should 
remain here—a measure which we 
hope wil meet your approbation, but 
above all, that of Him, whose we are, 
and whom we seive.

Extract of a@ letter from the Rev. Tho- 
mas beighton, dated Vepery, near 
Madras, Aug. 13, 1818. 


Early on Tuesday morning, June 
30, we left Simons’s town (near the 
Cape of Good Hope,) with a fair wind, 
aud took with us five additional pas- 
sengeis, who had been at the Cape for 
the benefit of their heal:h. We vere 
afterwards overtaken with two severe 
gaies, 

On Monday evening, Aug. 10, Ma- 
dras appeared in view, which greatly 
animated us all. Afer we had cast 
anchor, a messenger came on board, 
informing us that arrangements woubd 
be made for our landing. 

Mr. Loveless appeared as soon as 
we got ashore, and we immediately 
proceeded to bis house, where we met 
brother Koil. Brother Pittchett is al- 
so here, busily employed in attending 
to the printing ef the Gentoo New 
‘Testament. 

We were much affected to hear of 
the death of brother Donaidson. Sheri 
iudeed has-been his Missionary career! 
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May his bereaved partuer share in the 
svmpathy of the Directors. Mrs. 
Hands also is dead. Great has been 
the mortality ainong the missionaries ! 
( that their paces may soon be filled 
up by faithful, zealous missionaries. 

Last night we witnessed an interest- 
ing scene; a large congregation on 
fleathen shores, listenmng with the 
createst attention to the word of life. 
‘The Lord is doing great things here. 
Many were glad to see the missiona- 
ries who had just landed among them ; 
many prayers had been ofiered up tor 
vur safety. 





BELLARY. 


Mr. Reeve, who has been two years 
at this station, in connection with Mr. 
Hands, in a letter, dated 27i:h August, 
iSl8, says :— 

You will no doubt fee! much plea- 
sure in hearing that the good cause is 
still prospering in this place. The 
Lord hath done great things for us, 
whereof we are giad. Our Auxi iary 
Bible Society will, f trust, prove a very 
great and most extensive blessing 
many copies of the Scriptures have 
been distributed far and wide. Some 
time ago a large number were sent to 
acamp about 100 miles hence, the 
whole of which were sold in less than 
an hour; and another fiberal suppiy 
is requested. There never was such 
a hungering for the Bread of Life a- 
mong the English soldiery as there 
now is: the Bible is become the inmate 
of the napsack, and may be found un- 
der many a soldier’s pillow. 

These good men have also a strone 
desire to furnish the poor Heathen 
with the Scriptures ; for this purpose 
they have already subscribed more 
than seven pounds. 

We have the New Testament and 
the Psalms in Hindostanee and Per- 
sian, and expect a supply of Maliratia, 
Tamul, and Teloogoo; and to these 
will very soon be added, the greater 
part of the New Testament in the 
Canarese. 

This camp, though surrounded by 
the grossest idolatry, has in its midst 
pue sacred temple devoted to the true 





God. The pious soldiers have their 
stated seasons for prayer, reading the 
Scriptures, and singing the praises of 
God: their place bas been ence en- 
larged, but is now too strait for them. 

The great Head of the Church sill 
deigns to smile upon ou labours @- 
mong the Engtish wt this station. On 
the: Sabbath day our Chapel is well at- 
tended, both in the morning and eveu- 
ing ; neith er are the prayer meetings, 
nor the Wednesday evenisg lectine 
slighted. You wi!] perceive from the 
Journal that we continue to have ad- 
ditions to our chuich from month to 
month. 

In May last a private soldier in the 
84th Regt. died, exc laiming, ‘ O Death, 
where is thy sting : ? Abcut fourteen 
months be fore, he was led by curiosi- 
ly into our place, while [ was preach- 
ing, and the word was made efiectual 5 
from that time he persevered in adora- 
ing the doctrine of God bis Saviour. 

My dear brotlier Hands is still 
mourning, on account of that myste- 
rious Providence which has taken 
away the.delight of his eves with a 
stroke; but he bows like a Christian 
with bumble resigeation beneath the 
efileting band of his heavenly Fatker. 
He is sti] poorly, and a change of air 
Ssecms necessary to lnprove his hes lth 5 
he needs an Interest m your sy mpathy 
and pravers. 

My dear partner has already felt 
the debilitating effects of a tropicr l 
climate. Her charge is now great 
and heavy. My two little ‘ones are 
quite v ell, as are Mr. and Mrs. ‘Tay- 
lor. We : nese tracts for the hospitals, 
&c. 


AMBOYNA,. 


The Rev. Mr. Kam, expresses his 
gratiiude in the Strongest terins, far 
the kindness shown hin by Cantain 
Parker, who gave hima free passage 
in tis ship, to Amboyna, from the 
Island of Celebes, a‘ whieh and other 
islands im these seas, he had spent 
nearly six months, in the instruction 
of the people, who had long been des- 
titute of the means of grace, but were 
eagerly destrous of them.

The King, who was in possession of a 
Malay Bible, took great deligt in liste 
ening to Mr. Kam’s exposition of it to 
him in private as wel! as in public. 
Mr. K. baptized in this Island only, 
two thousand persons, the ordinance 
not having been administered there for 
a long tine. 

Mr. K. was gladly received by his 
own congregation at Amboyna, which 
consists of more than 1,400 persons, 
Dutch and Malay. 


POPISH DELUSION. 


Extracts Jrom the Journal of Rev. Isaac 


M’Carthy,a Baptist Ltinerant in Ire- 
land. 


“ Monday, Sept. 26th.—We rode 
about twenty miles, to a place called 
Dromahair, inspecting the schorls as 
we proceeded. [t was a mos! deligit- 
fui ride, as we had a grand display of 
the wisdom and power of God in un 
improved nature; mountain rising a- 
bove mountain, with verdure nearly to 
their summits; and to complete the 
beauty of the scene, we had a view of 
the takes and rivers, which ran through 
vallies surrounded by mountains and 
rocks, which ascended to the clouds. 
Well might the pious Psalmist say, 
The heavens declare the glory of God, 
and the frmanent sheweih his handy 
work 

“ 29th.—Preached at a place near 
Sligo. \We spent the remainder of the 
day at the house of a gentleman to the 
neighbour ood. Whiie at tea, the la- 
dies toid us of the exertions of sume 
of their sex in promoting the knowl- 
edge of the truth. ‘They had that day 
visited the prison at Sligo, and direct- 
ed the prisouers to Jesus, the way, the 
truth, and the life: some of whom ap- 
peared to receive the word joyfully. 
The ladies have resoived to visit the 
prison alternately, to read and expound 
the Bible, and to teach the prisoners

to read the Scriptures for themselves : 
Several of them have accepted their 
kind offer, and expressed gratitude for 
their attention. Ifind also that B. H. 
is employed to read the word of God 
in the prison, in Trish, and to speak to 
the prisoners of the great salvation. 
The wilderness and the solitary place 
shall be glad for them, and the desart 
shall reqvice and blossom as the rose. 
“ Nonday, Nov. 2d.—We took our 
departure for Lough. Derg, (the holy 
Island!) and reached Dounegal that 
night; but not soon enough to collect 
a congregation. ‘The next day we 
rode over mountains, through a mest 
desolate country, for about sixteen 
miles, without breakfast, nor could we 
procure a morsei of (ood till we reach- 
ed Petigge, a village about four miles 
from the Island. Having left our 
horses, with some difliculty we reach- 
ed the place, and providentially got 
the clerk of the priest as our guide, 
who took us over the lake, in ‘ the pil- 
grim’s boat!’ ‘There are two chapels 
in the Island, which have a most mis- 
erable appearance, and two or three 
houses in which they perform what they 
call their devotions. No correct idea 
can be formed of these, unless the 
written directions are perused which 
are given to the pilgrims. These I 
have seen, and have copied them for 
your use. This pamphlet is entitled, 
‘ The Pilgrimages of Lough- Derg ; ap- 
proved and written by B.D? [fn an 
address to the reader it is said, that 
the reason which induced the writer 
to compile it was, the importunity of 
‘some pilgrims, who earnestly intreat- 
ed him to inform them of the nature 
of that holy place.’ ‘To promote their 
‘spiritua! advantage, he undertook to 
explain the nature of the pilgrimages 
which are there performed, consisting 
of penances /” This work was approv- 
ed by ‘the most solid aod knowing di- 
vines, who then resided in the Island ;? 
and was published, it is said, ‘ for the 
sa\isfaction of our adversaries, and the 
honour of St. Patrick.’ 
* This pamphlet is a curious jargon 
of unintelligible opinions, with texts of 
Scripture occasionally interspersed : a 
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specimen or two may amuse the read- 
er, and tend to excite compassion for 
thuse pilgrims, who are under the 
cuidance of these ‘blind leaders of 
the blind.’ The second chapter is on 
‘The Entrance into the Holy Island.’ 
‘Let the reader mark that we enter 
this place bare headed and bare foot- 
ed—for, if the place where the angel 
spoke to Moses was holy, so that he 
was commanded to be bare-footed, 
why should not this place be holy, 
where God commmiss:oned and deputed 
our apostolic Saint Patrick, to eularge 
us out of the slavery and captivity of 
our spiritual Pharaoh, the devil? And 
if Joshua was commanded to loose his 
shoes from off his feet, when he spoke 
to the Prince of the host of the Lord, 
because the place on which he stood 
was holy; why should not this place 
be holy, where we speak to God, and 
St. Patrick, the Prince and Chief of 
the Saints of our Nation, and whither 
we go bare-footed. Finally, if the pro- 
phet Isaiah was commanded to walk 
naked for the sins of others, why 
should we not enter this place of pen- 
ance bare footed and bare-headed, to 
expiate our enormous crimes ?>—More- 
over, we pass into this Island by water 
that that of the royal prophet may be 
applied to us, (Psalm Ixvi.) We have 
passed through fire and water, and thou 
leadest us inio a place of refreshment ; 
that by the fire of devotion, aud the 
water of tribulation, God may hence 
lead us to the spiritual refreslimeut of 
our souls and consciences.” ‘The pen- 
ances and devotion are then described 
with much minuieness. ‘The foilowing 
isa specimen: * Having finished the 
stations of the penal beads, we now be- 
gin the stations of the water, by a 
craggy, sharp, and uneasy path: for 
being tired in the way of iniquity and 
perdition, we have walked through 
hard paths, but have not known the 
ways of the Lord, To avoid, there- 
fore, the doom of the wicked, we go 
round the stones standing in the water, 
three times, to satisfy for the sins of 
our will, memory, and understanding ; 
saying, at the same time, five Paters, 
and five Aves, and one Creed, to re- 
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deem the punishment due to the sins

PLAGUE IN TUNIS. 
Extract of a leiter dated Tunis, Dec. 11, 
to a Gentleman in Boston. 

The plague, atier desolating the 
kingdom of Algiers, has appeared 
here also. It broke outearly in Octo. 
ber in this city, and has since spread 
through a great part of the kingdom. 
jt is estimated that the Dey loses 
more than 2000 subjects daily. dn 
this city alone, whose populatidn does 
not much exceed 100,0U0, the num- 
ber of deaths per day is about 300. 
On one day las! week it amounted to 
300, and we think quite favourably of 
the public health when it descends to- 
wards 200. I wiil not aitempt to de- 
pict to you the horrors of pestilence. 
My mind has been sv overplied with 
tiem that it has lost all excitability, 
and all feeling of personal damage.— 
‘he population of chis city has alrea- 
dy suffered a diminution of more than 
30,000, by death and emigration— 
probably more than 15,000 have fallen 
victims to the plague in the course of 
8 months. One vast suburb is literal- 
ly dispeopled. You may form some 
idea of the ravages of the malady, and 
of the exactness with which justice is 
here administered in certain respects, 
from the remarkable fact that a poor 
cobler was the other day summoned 
from his stal!, at the corner of a neigh- 
bouring street, to take possession as 
sole inheritor, of 12 different estate at 
once. AsIsit in my parlour, | hear 
during the day almost one unbroken 
song, from the funeral processions 
passing beneath the windows like pla- 
toons ol the same army, often bear- 
ing two bodies on the same bier; and 
of which, no less than ninety have 
fallen under our observation, in the 
course of a few hours. The burden 
of their hymn is frequently that chari- 
table text of the Koran, “ Send, O 
Aliah, send death to the infidels.” 
The stillness of night is broken by the 
shrieks of women, heard from every

Extract of a leiter tu the Editor of the 
Boston Recorder, from Rev. Enwaxp 
Rossrrer, dated ddams, Jefferson co. 
N. Y. March 17, 1819. 

A general and alarming uncon- 
cern on the subject of religion, pre- 
vailed among Christians, and a- 
mong the impenitent, until August, 
1816, when at a meeting of the 
ehurch, a new spirit seemed to rest 
upon them, and they began to feel 
that something must be dune. They 
accordingly applied to, and ob- 
tained the Rev. David Spear, to 
preach to them one third part of 
the time ; and before this engage- 
ment had expired, he was employ- 
ed to preach one half of the time, 
for a year. Early in the spring 
of 1817, under the labours of this 
excellent and faithful servant of 
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Jesus, the Spirit of God commenc- 
ed its blessed operations. At first, 
two or three individuals in a dis- 
tant part of the Society, were ex- 


cited to attend to the concerns of 


their souls. information concern- 
ing these two or three, spread very 
rapidly into all parts of the socie- 
ty ; and the influence of the Spirit 
seemed to spread almost as fast as 
this information. From this time 
the work became more and more 
powerful. Religion became the 
subject of conversation, and of med- 
itation. What must I do to be 
saved ?” was the anxious enquiry 
in almost every family ; and the 
same solemn and important enqui- 
ry was echoed through all our 
streets. [Individual Christians who 
were present, and engaged in this 
most interesting scene, confirmed 
the truth of observations which I 
had before heard made on the same 
subject ; and that is, that very fre- 
quent attendance upon religious 
meetings in a time of special revi- 
val, does not in the least impede 
the business of the farmer and the 
mechanic. 

‘Che revival here was most pow- 
erful during the months of June, 
July, and “August ; and even at 
this time of hurry and labour, 
they could leave all their work, 
and without a moment’s hesitation, 
go where God and his people were 
met together ; and say they, never 
were our secular concerns more 
prosperous, than when God was in 
the midst of us, by his Holy Spirit. 
As in other places, so here, the 
work was evidently of God ; seem- 
ing to be carried on in some in- 
stances, almost without human in- 
strumentality. ‘Lhe preaching of 
what is called the distinguishing 
doctrines of grace, was the most 
powerful mean in the hand of God, 
to convince and convert sinners. 
The fruits of this blessed work, are 
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still very evident among us. Some 
of all ages, from 9 to 70, and 80, 
were brought to repentance. A- 
bout 90 have been added to our 
communion, since the commence- 
ment of the revival ; and our church 
in one respect resembles a large 
family, in which are intermingled 
children, youth, middle-aged, and 
the grey-headed. Something like 
$0 have been added to a Baptist 
church in this town ; all of whom, 
amoanting to 120, may be consid- 
ered subjects of this work of God. 
I had not the happiness of being 
acquainted with this people, until I 
came by invitation, to preach to 
them in May, 1818. I laboured 
among them one half of the time 
during the past summer; and near 
the close of my engagement, re- 
ceived from them a call to settle 
with them as their spiritual cuide 
and teacher. I was installed over 
them on the 11th of November 
last. About the time of my instal- 
lation, the power of God was dis- 
played in the hopeful conversion 
of 7 souls. Since that time we 
have been gradually conforming 
to the customs of the world, until 
we are become cold, stupid, and in- 
different ; insomuch that we great- 
ly need the prayers of all Chris- 
tian people, that God would not 
‘‘cast us away from his presence.” 
When, however, we consider the 
situation of this people three years 
since, and then look at its present 
situation, we are forced to exclaim, 
‘What hath God wrought? He 
hath done great things for us, 
whereof we are glad.” In another 
society in this town, there has been 
a precious season of revival, the 
fall and winter past ; and I believe 
from 50 to 60 have been hopefully 
converted, ‘The cause of religion 
in this section of country is gradu- 
ally gaining ground ; and althoug!: 
much land is yet to be possessed 
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for Christ, we hepe the time is not 
far distant, when the wilderness 
shall blossom as the rose. 


SABBATH SCHOOLS. 
Extracts from the Reports read at ihe 

Quarterly Meetings of the New-York 

Sunday School Union. 

School No. 17.—“A child not yet 
seven years of age, has in the course 
of the last mouth recited 218 verses, 
and has now a sufficient number of 
certificates to entitle him to a Bible. 
It perhaps would not be amiss here to 
add, that a premium was sometime 
since held up by the teacher of the 
class to which this youth belongs, for 
the boy that should first commit to 
memory the Gospel of dt. John, and it 
was on the [8th inst. presented to him, 
who in the course of a few mouths had 
learned it by heart, consisting of 879 
verses, perfectly to the satisiaction of 
his teacher.” 

School, No. 26.—* The Teachers 
have derived much satisfaction from 
several Scholars, after receiving a Bi- 
ble and ‘Testament as rewards, perse~--. 
vering with the same diligence and 
punctuality to procure others, for the 
purpose of bestowing them upon those 
who are destitute ;—ithey also feel i 
their duty to state, that several who 
originally commenced as Scholars, are 
now usefully discharging the duties of 
‘Teachers.’’ 

School, No. 28.—“ We have the hap- 
piness to state, that we have seen suime 
of our dear pupi!s brought, we believe, 
to a saving acquaintance with God, 
having yielded up their hearts to the 
leading of the Holy Spirit; thiee boys 
and one girl in the course of the last 
quarter, profess to have experienced 
redemption through the blood of Christ; 
that a blessed change has taken piac.: 
in them appears evident by their se- 
rious deportment, and atiention ta 
their studies. We pray God to keep 
them from the evils of the world, and 
enable them to live to his glovy. 

*‘One of our ‘Teachers has been vis- 
iied by the chastening hand of his 
heavenly Father ‘The hours lie spent 
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in striving to lead the youthful mind 
to happiness, to heaven, afforded him 
comfort and consolation while ou a 
sick bed.” 

School, No. 29.— The present num- 
ber that repolai ly attend this school is 
about one bundred and fifteen; who 
have made considerable proficiency in 
their studies. Since the last report 
three of the Scholars have become 
‘Peachers; none of whom, when they 
entered the Schoo!, were able to read ; 
but now they are able to teach any 
class in thatschool!l. We have at pres- 
ent eivhteen Teachers, seven of whom 
were scliolars when the school was 
first formed.” 

School, No. 34.—(Coloured Adults.) 
Our Scholars are very attentive, and 
appear to feel the importance of !earn- 
ing to read the word of God; a num- 
ber, we trust, are anxiously inqviring 
what they must do tu inherit eternal 
rife. 

“One of the number admitted last 
Sabbath is seventy-nine years of age, 
and was ignorant of the alphabet. f 
asked him his object in learning to 
read, he replied that Christ had been 

made precious to his soul, and if he 
could learn to read the Bible, he should 
know how to serve God better. ‘Two 
or three of the Teachers give evidence 
of being concerned for their immortal 
souls, and God grant that they may 
find “ peace in believing, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost.”

the interests and conduct, in our pre- 
sent state of being. The life and spi- 
rit of the Gospel are ‘ost in idle gener. 
alities, useless ceremonies, and frigid 
morality. The Gonnecticut Asyluin 
for the Deaf and Dumb, while it yields 
to no similar institution, in raprdity of 
instruction, (as the progress of the pu- 
pils will testify,) auns at the nobk 
object of training them up as oe of 
eternal life. The peculiar doctrines 
of the Gospel—the ruined condition of 
man, and his salvation by grace 
through the atoning bleod of Christ, 
and the sanctifving influences of the 
Holy Spirit, ave inculeated on the pu- 
pils, with tenderness and force. [tis 
in ‘he bighest degree interesting to 
trace the r emotions, as the light of the 
Gospel is poured in on their darkened 
minds. “Why is it,” sai’ one of 
them a short time since, * Why is tt, 
that so few of those who visit us, Speak 
of the Lord Jesus Christ! They en- 
quire after our health,and our welfare, 
but they rarelv speak of the Saviour. 
We knew nothing of him till a sbort 
lime since. He is the most wonderful 
Being, and has done the most wonder- 
ful things that we ever heard of; and 
yet verv few speak to us of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.”

MELANCHOLY EVENT. 


Drowned at Gloucester, ( Mass.) on 
Sunday last, during pubic worship 
William Turner, Benjamin Butler, Wil- 
liam Smith, and James Smith. The 
two last were brothers. ‘Phese young 
lads, the oldest ef which was short of 
18, and the youngest about 14, were 
out at a distance from the wharf, in: a 
small row-boat, for the purpose of fish- 
ing and civersion. ‘They were seen 
by the Tithingman, who ordered them 
to come ashore, aid go either directly 
home or to meeting, but they refused. 
Not long after, when returning to the 
wharf, and when within a few rods of 
it, the boat suddenly upset, and they 
sunk together to rise no more. Ano- 
ther boy, who was in the boat with 
them, was saved. A man on the shore 
saw them when they sunk; but before 
they could be taken fiom the water, 
life was gone—their souls had depart- 
ed. 

On Monday their remains were car- 
ried tothe Meeting house, where fu- 
neral solemnuities weie performed in 
presence of an exceedtigly pumerous 
and aliected assembly. 

It is devoutly hoped, that this solemn 
event, will serve as a warning to youth 
and ail others, not to proiane God’s 
holy day. In the multitudes who have 
been drowned on the Sabbath, when 
sailing for pleasure, when bathing, or 
doing unnecessary business, we see the 
judgment of God—his awful displea 
sure against the Sabbath breaker, 

Let parents be admonished by this 
eveut, to look well to their huuseholds, 
especially en the Sabbath. fet them 
take their children to the house of 
God; and before and after the hours 
of pebuc wership, let them see that 
their children and servants are in the

When a person is possessed of real religion, 
that is, (if a tract may speak) religion in its ex- 
perimental and practical influences, it will be- 
come apparent to others, as well as to himself.

He thought little of God be- 
fore, and now thought of scarcely any thing 
but God. Seriousness had taken place of lev- 
ity, and distinctly marked his character. In- 
stead of sitting down to dinner, as formerly, 
without imploring the divine blessing, he took 
lis station at the tabie, and remained for a mo- 
ment silent; then, clasping his hands, he re- 
peated most devoutly—4 Let thy blessing, O 
God, accompany our reception of these thy 
good creatures, for which we praise thy holy 
name,through Jesus Christ our Lord, Amen.’ 

Without stud ying Lavater on Physiognomy, 
it was easy to discover the feelings and dispo- 
sition of the elder Mrs. Vincent. She looked 
‘unutterable things,’ and pulling ber shawl 
over bershould. rs, and adjusting her knife and 
fork, without seeming to notice the innovation 
of the preface to the dianer, she thus commen- 
ced ber remarks :—‘ Well my son, what a suit- 
able discourse bas Mr. Bonner delivered this 
moruing !—Every one that was there must be 
convineed of the propriety of his observa- 
tions; —‘ Not every one, my dear mother; 
there were some, | believe, who could not give 
their assent to his phillippic.—*Some that 
could not give their assent (angrily retorted the 
oid lady) then they must be enthusiasts or de- 
ranged.’—*‘ Then, my dear wile and I are of the 
number.

‘{ do not know, mother, any thing abont 
preaching, but there certainly must be a com- 
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plete alteration. It is time we lived to God, 
and prepared for eternity.—*We have lon 
left undone the things we ought to have done, 
and done the things we ought not to have done,’ 
as we have been confessing to God this morn- 
ing.

not guile so good as I ought to be, yet, | have 
a good heart, and, by the mercy of our great 
Creator, hope I shall be saved as well as those 
fanatics that are so ‘ righteous over much!’ ’ 

‘ Alas! rT dear madam, (said her daughter- 
in-law) we have many sins to lament and de- 
plore. We have long followed ‘the course of 
this world !’—Neither prayer, nor praise to Ged 
has been heard in our family. The word of 
God has been awfully neglected by us, and 
cards, balls, routs, and gaiety have occu- 
pied all our thoughts——Oh ! my dear mother, 
sulier me to say we are all verily guilty.’ 

‘Guilty '—guilty of what, indeed ?,—(hastily 
rejoined old Mrs. Vincent, and darted her eyes 
swiftly first on Ler son, and then on her daugh- 
ter)—This is the effect of that puritanical tract. 
I said it would do mischief, and new my words 
are come to pass. What an unfortunate day 
was that when little Julietta brought that little 
trumpery book into the house —Oh dear, dear ! 

Psalm singing 
trom morning to night,—demure looks and pray- 
ing trom Sunday ‘till Saturday Betty, (turn- 
ing to the servant) do give me a glass of wa- 
ter!’

These tracts, in- 
deed—‘ turn the world upside down.'—Howev- 
er, I hope we shall all be amused this erening 
at Mrs. ‘Ton’s conversazione.’ ‘1 am sorry, my 
dear Madam,’ said Mr. Vincent, ‘to excite any 
additional displeasure in your mind, but my 
dear wife and | have determined to avoid all 
Sunday parties in future.’ 

The venerabie matron had just finished her 
glass of wine as this resolution was delivered, 
and, as ifimpelled by an electric shock, she rose 
from her chair, in extreme agitation, and with- 
drew to ber own room. 

‘ Well my dear Mary,’ said Mr. Vincent, ‘ we 
must persevere. The cross must be taken up. 
The world must be renounced. What shail 
we now do?—Do you recollect the name of 
Mr. Meekly, the curate of Newton, the gentle- 
man that we have so often ridiculed as one of 
the ‘new lights.’ i begin to think our prejudi- 
ces against,iim were unfounded.

With a modest 
confidence, Mr Meekly read the service, and 
afterwards ascended the pulpit. Having offer- 
ed up astort, but expressive prayer, he read 
his test in Matt. si. 25.— Come unto me all ye 
that labour,” &c. Having described the persons 
invited, he next considered the blessed and a- 


" dorable c.aracter by whom they were noticed ; 


the gracious tnrialion addressed to then, and 
the prowuses connected with it. Every word 
seeuicd to belong to the two strangers: they 
heard, they telt, they wept, they rejoiced, they 
receivvu » with meekness the engratted word 
ot God’ 

‘Mary,’ said Mr. Vincent, as they walked 
home— what a word is this!—what a minis- 
ter'!—what a congregation '!—but, oh! what 
‘atime ot refreshing from the presence of the 
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Lord,’ to a poor distressed sinner like me !— 
Never has iny soul tasted before such pleasures 
as on this occasion '!—Is it so with you ?’ 

Mrs. V. ‘I cannot talk much, my dear 
Charles ; my joys are unspeakable.—Ohb ! what 
pleasures have been hitherto neglected by us!’ 

Mr. V. * How clearly has Jesus Christ our 
Saviour been represented by this excellent 
man.’ 

Mrs. V. ‘Yes, and did you remark how he 
pressed his hearers to come and taste the bles- 
sings of the Gospel, and how sweetly he spoke 
ot divine mercy, and the willingness of Christ 
to save sinners ?’ 

Mr.V. ‘Who could refrain from observing 
it? Blessed be God for the comfort and instruc- 
tion we have this afternoon derived.’ From 
this time they regularly attended Newtou 
church, and soon called upon Mr. Meekly, by 
whom they were introduced to Squire Heart- 
well and his lady, at Conway Hall. Yheir 
connexion with this amiable family, was bigh- 
ly advantageous to their spirituai interests. 

Mr. Heartwell was a most decided character, 
and, instead of compromising his religion, gave 
it its full importance. But, he stood almost 
alone, and the general observation of his gen- 
teel neighbours respecting him, was— He is 
rich, and well meaning, but, he is—enthuastic 
and deluded.’ 

fu Mr. Vincent he found an able coadjutor, 
and as often as they and their dear minister 
met, they generally projected something of re- 
al utility.’
